Sunday morning- about nine o'clock the 
large ice house pwned: by '.Each Brotf. and 
Rabe. at Loon Lake, was.' totally destroyed 
by fire, entailing a loss- upon the company 
of. eoine 350,000. .The hoiiae was build 
about two years ago and was a large, mod-' 
em constructed ice plant with all the latest 
improvements consisting of an electric 
lightling -plant and equipments for the 

pidhandlirigof-ice. 

The house at the. time of the fire was 
partially filled with ice, several rooms how- 
ever being emptyV_Jn addition to tho Iosb 
of the ice house eight cars belonging to the 
Wisconsin Central railroad, were burned, 
five of them being loaded with coal, which 
will make the total fire loss fully $30,000. 

The fire is 'suppose to have bad its origin 
from a spark from the engine filling 
among some wild hay stacked n^ar the ice 
house. 'This is the second ice house that 
Each Bros, ' and Rabe have lost within 
the past six months, a- large ice house be- 
longing to the company at Crystal Lake 
having been burned :by lightning ^during 
the summer. 

We are unable to ascertain lthe exact 
amount of insurance, but we understand 
about one-quarter of its value wm carried. 
The house will be rebuilt at once and be 
ready to receive the winter's harvest of ice.

It is peculiar to Chicago, although 
there are Imitators lu several other, cit- 
ies. One firm In Chicago does a trndo 
of ?I5,000,000; another $12,000,000. It 
Is a cash business, The money must 
accompany tbc order. About. 40 per 
cent of their receipts arc In postotDco 
money orders, SO per cent in express 
orders,. 20 per cent In currency Hint 
comes In ordinary letters nnd 10 por 
cent In postage stumps.. People nro 
very careless about sending money, 
nhd It Is the highest possible tribute 
to the -honesty , and . efficiency pf,,tlio 
postal service tlint so little Is lost." The 
other dny one of the big Arms received 
a ?100 bill nnd ^ecyeu 'silver dollars In 
an ordinary cuvelopo bo thin that tho 
coins could ; be 'counted through the 
pnpor, and every postoflicc clerk tbnt 
bandied tho letter must have' known 
tlint It contained silver money.

SOFT COAL NEEDS CARE. 



Tboss AVlio Use Ultumlnona Fuel Must 

Learn to Handle It. 
• How many people understand how to 
bum soft coal? Of course, tho problem 
presents but little 'difficulty when proper 
furnaces and specially prepared unites 
are Installed for yie purpose, but. when 
One turag hurriedly from one to the. other 
fuel with tho determination to make pres- 
ent fixings do, something rnore than n will 
ts'regulrcd to : Snd the way,,, Of-.'courje, 
there is. a way and it Is] simple enough' 
In reality, butt It Is a vory ( different- way 
from that .which must be employed with 
'anthracite. 

In the feed door of every fttrnaco there 
is a Hide dnmper to admit air over the 
fire. When anthracite Is used this Is 
opened only If it Is desired to deaden tho 
fire and lower tho temperature J of .tho 
house. With soft coal It must be left 
open. all tho tirao.*^ 

Too much air for good combustion can" 
bo admitted over, the fire/ but It li.-nofc 
likely to bo tbo caso If tho .slide damper 
In' the feed door of a furnace built for 
anthracite la left wide open all tbo time
